Based on the descriptions in documents 1-5 cited in the international search report, the inventions 
of claims 1-22 lack an inventive step. 

Document 1 describes a catalyst for w^aste gas purification that contains a perovskite composite 
oxide containing a noble metal, a zirconiimi series or cerium series composite oxide, and alumina on 
an exterior and an interior layer (which corresponds to the catalyst for waste gas purification set forth 
in claims 1-4 and 6-22. For the inclusion of Rh, see Example 8 of document 1), Document 2 describes 
a catalyst for waste gas purification that contains a perovskite composite oxide containing a noble 
metal, and alumina (corresponding to the catalyst for waste gas purification set forth in claims 1-3, 5- 
7, 9-13 and 22), 

Documents 1 and 2 do not describe the use of 0 alvimina and a alumina as the alumina, but as 
described in docmnents 3 and 4, it was previously known that the high-temperature durability of 
catalysts for waste gas purification is increased by using 0 alumina and a alumina as the alumina. 
Therefore, this examination finds that persons skilled in the art can easily conceive of preparing the 
inventions set forth in claims 1-21 that use these kinds of alumina in the inventions described in 
documents 1 and 2. 

In addition, documents 1 and 2 do not state that the catalyst contains sulfates, etc., of Ba, but as 
described in docimient 5, it was previously known that the poisoning of Pd by hydrocarbons is 
inhibited by adding the sulfates, etc., of Ba to a catalyst for waste gas purification. Therefore, this 
examination finds that persons skilled in the art can easily conceive of creating the invention set forth 
in claim 22 that uses this kind of active ingredient in the inventions described in documents 1 and 2. In 
addition, the use of 9 alumina and a alumina as the alumina has already been discussed in the 
examination of claims 1-21 ,
